IRREGULAR VERBS 

• are verbs that do not take the ending for the past simple form. 

• are verbs that do not take on the regular -d, -ed, or -ied spelling patterns of the past simple or past participle. 

Most irregular verbs change completely (example: buy-bought) Some irregular verbs do not change (example: put-put) 

NOTE: 

Irregular forms that are only used in certain senses are marked with an asterisk (e.g. *abode). 

• Cost as a transitive verb is regular. ( For example : They've costed the project). (= estimated the cost) 

• Fit is usually regular in Britain but irregular in the United States (US). 

• We use hanged only to talk about hanging a person. ( For example : The murderer was hanged on Friday). 

• Lie 2 (= tell an untruth) is regular. ( For example : She lied when she told me she was only 29). 

• Shined means "polished": ( For example : I've shined my shoes). Whereas The sun shone. 

• We use sped for movement. ( For example : They sped down the hill). But we say speeded up (= went faster) 

• Weave is regular when it expresses movement. ( For example : We weaved our way through the traffic.) 
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
